A deal is a deal? 

A deal must be a deal. In 1923, the chiefs of seven south- 
central Ontario bands negotiated the Williams Treaty with the 
government. They were paid the 1993 equivalent of 20 million 
dollars and agreed to fish and hunt according to the same rules 
as everyone else. The deal protected the natural environment 
in an area that was becoming increasingly populated and pres¬ 
sured. Today, those pressures on the area's natural resources 
are even greater. But now, Ontario Premier Bob Rae wants 
Federal Fisheries Minister John Crosbie to approve regulations 
that would allow these bands to fish during closed seasons, 
seasons that were established to protect fish and wildlife from 
exploitation. Millions of people live in the area of this treaty. 
They want the provincial and federal conservation laws 
obeyed by all people. The Williams Treaty should be honored, 
for everyone’s benefit.
